REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose a heat exchanger having 
the claimed structure including the surfaces of the fins being covered with an adsorbent 
layer containing adsorbent and a bonder for supporting the adsorbent of the surfaces of 
the fins, the binder being selected so that linear thermal expansion coefficient of a 
material for the fins is between linear thermal expansion coefficient of the adsorbent and 
linear thermal expansion coefficient of the binder, the linear thermal expansion 
coefficient of the adsorbent layer being substantially equivalent to the linear thermal 
expansion coefficient of the fins, the mass ratio between a solid portion of the water 
based emulsion binder and the adsorbent is not lower than 1 :3 and not higher than 1 :8. 

With respect to claim 5, the prior art does not disclose a heat exchanger having 
the claimed structure including the surfaces of the fins being covered with an adsorbent 
layer containing adsorbent and a bonder for supporting the adsorbent of the surfaces of 
the fins, the binder being selected so that linear thermal expansion coefficient of a 
material for the fins is between linear thermal expansion coefficient of the adsorbent and 
linear thermal expansion coefficient of the binder, the linear thermal expansion 
coefficient of the adsorbent layer being substantially equivalent to the linear thermal 
expansion coefficient of the fins.
